The Chinese, however, gave him so much 
publicity that he became so widely known that he could no longer , 
move about aa freely as he deeired. .hen the War started,, it be- 
came evident that his days in China were over; his defeat in Eonan 
confirmed the suspicion that he waa a better trickster than he was 
a fighting general.
